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Make Hospitals Safe 

The ghastly hospital tiro which occurred some 
weeks ago at Effingham, Illinois, sHocked the nation. 
In the disaster 74 of the 128 adults and children who 
were in the building when fire struck, died. Most of 
the remainder were painfully injured. 

Nothing can bo done for the victims. But this 
hospital fire, like the terrible hotel fires which took 
place in Chicago and Atlanta, should be the signal 
for a national movomcnl to make such structures as 
safe as is humanly possible. 

In doing that, Iho experts are ready to guide 
us. The National Board of Fire Underwriters, 85 
John Street, New York City 7, has issued two special 
publications and an inspection form for the use of 
hospital managements. The first of these, called 
"Rules for Safety of Hospital Patients in Case of 
Fire," gives detailed procedure for evacuation and 
the conduct of personnel. 

The other, "Fire Prevention and Protection as 
Applied to Plospitals," is based on engineering studies 
of hospital fires over a 10-ycar period. It shows that 
dangerous construction features such as open shafts 
and stairs are the principal cause of the rapid spread 
of fire. It points out both common and special hazards 
and shows how they may be corrected. The inspec- 
tion form, which has boon endorsed by the American 
Hospital Association, acts as a guide to management 
in improving and maintaining fire safety. 

Any hospital which lacks thees safety "tools" 
should obtain them at once— and then make full use 
of them. The Effingham tragedy must not be repeated.

War Tax Penalties 

During the war, nearly eight years ago, a 15% 
tax was added to all train, bus and plane fares, prin- 
cipally to discourage civilian travel. 

It was not the primary purpose of the tax to 
raise revenue. The original reason for imposing it .has 
long since ceased to exist. Like all taxes, once they, 
have been established, it is almost impossible to get 
rid of them. 

Today this penalty on travel not only works a 



hardship oh commercial carriers at a time when busi- 
ness is slowing up, but it is affecting vacation travel 
and all activities which bencfitTrom tourist business. 
It is a burden on parents of students who are travel- 
ing to school; on people visiting relatives; on people 
who must trayel because of illness in the family; 
accidents and death; on individuals attending con- 
ferences and business meetings of various kinds, and 
on traveling for. health and recreation. 

The tax has been repealed to foreign countries 
receiving Marshall Plan aid. Several weoks ago Cana- 
da, which imposed a similar 15% tax during, the war, 
dropped it. 

Reasons for repealing . the penalty tax on per- 
sonal travel apply with equal force to "the three per 
cent tax on freight shipments. Such a tax is discrimi- 
natory to the common carriers by rail or highway 
because shippers who buy their' own trucks arid fur- 
nish their own transportation, escape it. It penalizes 
producers who must ship their products long distances 
to markets in competition with those situated closer 
to consumers. 

It is high flme the people begin to demand that 
wartime taxes and restrictions be eliminated in favor " 
of peacetime policies that tend to encourage industry 
and payrolls. A good place to begin is to remove the. 
wartime penalty tax on all such necessities as pas- 
senger and freight rales.

Less than 125 years ago a locomotive was oper- 
ated experimentally on a half-mile circular track at 
Hobokon, New Jersey. This was the first iron horse 
to run on rails in America. 

Last year, the railroads of the United States 
spent $1,250,000,QOO for additions and betterments 
alone — the largest sum ever spent in one year for 
such purposes. Close to 400,000 miles of railroad track 
was in service. 

The century and a quarter of time that elapsed 
between those dates saw the building of this con- 
tinent. It saw a weak, backwoods nation, with small 
standing in the councils of the world, develop into 
the mightiest economic power on earth. It saw the 
standard of living of a swiftly growing population 
reach unprecedented heights. 

The most spectacular early achievement of the 
railroads was the part they played in the winning of 
the West. Without them the frontiers could Jiever 
have been pushed back, and a vast empire put to pro- 
ductive use. Every time a mile of rail was laid, civili- . 
zation moved fonvard by that much. And wHen, fi- 
nally, the two oceans were linked by bands of steel, 
a unified nation was in the making. • 

' In the vast panorama of history that has follow- 
ed, the role of the railroads has been equally import- 
ant. They have served the country magnificently in 
great wars, in which transportation was an indispens- 
able weapon of victory. In times of peace they have 
been the faithful ally of industry, agriculture, labor, 
the consumer — all of us. Nothing has ever been de-' 
vised that could take their place as the basic means 
of moving the endless commerce of America.
